LARGE SCALE FARMING 


With the arrival of midspring, the largest product- 
ive undertaking of the Center =-=- the Rohwer farming 
project =- has begun to pay dividends. Radishes and 
mustard greens are already being harvosted’ while next 
week, spinach will be ready for cuttinz. Tho fields 
in general truck vegetables cover un areaof 150 acres. 

Over 250 are now employed to preparo the grounds 
for planting and to harvest the crops. With the har- 
vesting of groon beans, sweet corn, watermelons, canta- 
loupes, tomatoes and onions more workors will be needed. 

Besides this, new ncroago in eggplants, greon pep- 
pers and other vegetablos will increaso tho crop area 
to about 400 acros. This will bo further bolstered by 
S00 more acros in feed oorn, hay and soy beans. 

The conversionof land, not proviously used for com- 
mercial vegetables, into truck garden patchos domon- 
stratos the richness of the Arkansas soil and pavos 
tho way for the people of Arkansas to dovelop largo- 
scalo divorsifiod agriculturo. 

Rohwor's agricultural enterprise has been supor- 
visod by Assistant Projoct Dircotor Jamos F. Rains, 
acting chiof of farming and his ablo assistants, Bon 
Reovos, farm suporintendont; Thomas Howoll, assistant 
farm superintondent; Jensuke'Kanegaye, field supervi- 
sor; Frank Nishikewa, assistant fiold suporvisor and 
Tom Coloman, in chargo of maintenance of farm trucks 
and tractors.
